Another Attempt to Assassinate the 
President of Chili. 


THE DEADLY GRENADE THROWN INTO 


BALMACEDA’S RESIDENCE. 


It Explodes, But Fails to Kill—Warlike 
Preparations on the Part of France— 
The Manipur Revolt—Grip in England 
—Capt. Verney OCommitted—The Do- 
minion Parliament. 


VALPARAISO, April 30.—President Balmaceda 
»caped death from assassination as if by a 
miracle yesterday. He and his family were 
seated in a parior of the Presidential mansion 
when @ dynamite bomb was thrown into one 
of the rooms through a window. The 
bomb exploded and did much damage to the 
room and the furniture, butno one in the 
place was hurt. Great excitement was caused 
py the attempted assassination. There is no 
clue to the perpetrator of the outrage. 
Within the past two weeks life has become a 
burden to the chief magistrate of distracted 
Chili, Aside fromthe customary horrors at- 
tending an internecine war, the fear of as- 
sassination has been constantly present to 
Ralmaceda. Every precaution has been 
taken to render abortive attempts to poison 
him. All his food undergoes careful inspec- 
tion before itis served, and its preparation 
is entirely in the hands of his mother. 


A REFUGE FOR CRIMINALS. 


HOW EUROPEAN COUNTRIES SHIP THEIR CON- 
VICTS TO AMERICA. 

Lonpon, April 80.—A correspondent writing 
from Hamburg says that much surprise is ex- 
pressed there by the authorities at the rejec- 
tion in America of an emigrant named Bader, 
known to have been guilty of crime in Ger- 
many. The correspondent says that there is 
but little concealment of the custom in all 
the German States, as well as other European 
countries, of shipping incorrigible criminals 
to America, In Switzerland the released con- 
vict signs an agreement promising not to re- 
turn to the country. Although America is not 
mentioned in this agreement, nearly all the 
exiled criminals go to America and land. The 
Government generally pays the passage, al- 
though some of the money is contributed by 
friends. The men are warned beforehand 
what to say when they reach America, and it 
is said that very few of them return to Ger- 
many, showing that they have been permit- 
tedtoland. Inthis way the petty States of 
Germany save themselves a considerable ex- 
pense for prison, the convicts who would 
othe: wise prove a permanent charge being 
regularly drafted off to the United States. 

The same correspondent writes that an- 
other crying evil in connection with emigra- 
tion from Germany is the number of wives 
and betrothed women whoare deserted by 
husbands and lovers amongthe emigrants. 
The extent ofthis evil, he declares, can be 
appreciated only by minute inquiries among 
the poorer class. The husbands or lovers go 
to America, promising tosend for those left 
behind and no doubt intending todo so, but 
they become entangjed in other alliances 
after landing end finally abandon those in 
Germany altogether,’ Thousands of women 
and children, says writer, are thus de- 
serted. He suggests for a remedy for this 
phase of wrong, that married men should 
not be allowed entrance without their 
families. 

The emigration from Hamburg is greatly on 
the increase, and th has arrived during 
the week a large body| of Lithuanians, driven 
from Russia by the revolt of religious perse- 
cution. Some of th will remain in En- 
giand, and others [proceed to the Unitéd 
States.

THE NEW CUSTOMS REGULATIONS DECREED BY 
THE PRESIDENT OF VENEZUELA. 

New YorkK, April 80.\— American wheat and 
grain dealers may be|interested to learn that 
cereals can be imported into Venezuela free 
of duty. This information is officially pub- 
lished in Las Novedades of New York at the re- 
quest of the Consul-General’of Venezuela, 
who thus follows the instructions of the Min- 
ister of Exterior Relations in that country. 
Every month general abstract 
of the principal icurrances in Venezuela 
is transmitted clally to all her 
consuls abroad, who are required to have it 
published in one newspaper intheir respect- 
ive consular districts; On account of some 
deficiency in the native crops, the President 
of Venezuela, ‘‘desirous of preventing the 
crisis which might be| caused by a want of 
cereals forming the! principal food of the 
poor classes of the people,’’ issued on March 
2 an executive decree providing forthe free 
entrance through thé custom-houses of the 
republic of all ce ‘imported from abroad. 
That measure was to go into effect on April 
#, and notice will be given thirty daysin ad- 
vance of the date on| which it may be re- 
pealed and duties placed again on §grain im- 
ported into Venesuela.

THE MANIPUR REVOLT. 


REBELS PURSUED BY BRITISH TROOPS—INVES- 
TIGATING THE MASSACRE. 

MANIPUR, April 30.—Maharajah and the 
Manipur chiefe who support him are still 
fugitives in the Jungle. A mounted attach- 
ment of troops has been despatched in pur- 
suit of the rebel chieftains. 

Shortly after. the British troops entered 
Manipurthe bodies of Chief Commissioner 
Quinton, Political Agent Grimw and those 
ofthe other members of the commissioner’s 
staff who were killed during the massacre 
which followed the fatal durbar, were ex- 
humed and now lie in state pending the im- 
posing military funeral which will take place 
on Monday next in honor of the dead officials. 

A commission composed of army officers 
has been formed with the object of inquiring 
Into the causes which led to the rebellion 
and the massacre of the British of- 
ficers. 

There isa great scarcity of provisions in 
and about Manipur, the inhabitants 
having fied with the Maharajah and 
the chieftains to the jungles and 
tothe hills, fearing the vengeance of the 
British soldiery. However, many of the 
Manipuris are now reassured by the fact that 
those who remained here have not been shot, 
as it was expected that they would be, and 
consequently they are leaving their hiding- 
places and are returning here. 


LOOKS WARLIKEE. 


FRENCH MILITARY MANEUVERS ON THE GERMAN 
FRONTIER. 

Paris, April 30.—The newspapers of this 
city to-day announce that the French armies 
on the German frontier will be exercised in 
night military maneuvers on an immense 
scale early in the month of May. All the gar- 
risons in the military district of the Depart- 
ment of Meurthe and Moselle,forming part of 
the Sixth Army Corps, willtake up positions 
along the frontier. The troops in the 
Muerthe and Moselle willbe reinforced by a 
large force of cavalry and infantry brought 
together by an extensive mobDilization of the 
army reserves. The troops thus placed un- 
der arms will occupy all the vital positions, 
which they would have to hold in an effort 
to repulse a supposed invasion of German 
troops.

The New York East River Hotel Mur- 
der Mystery Solved. 


GEORGE FANCOIS THE MAN WHO COM- 
MITTED THE BRUTAL CRIME. 


Plain Evidence of Guilt in Possession of 
the Police—A Desperate Negro Hanged 


by a Mob at Franklin, Tenn.—Lynoch- 


ing Looked for at Oklahoma—Oriminal 
Calendar. 


New Yors, April 30.—Inspector Byrnes has 
at last fastened the crime for the murder of 
Carrie Brown. The murderer is Frenchy No. 
1, who was arrested on Friday night, less 
than twenty-four hours after committing the 
crime, and who has been under lock and key 
ever since. On the night ofthe murder, 
Frenchy. No. 1 occupied room 388 in 
the East River Hotel with a wom- 
an’ by the name of Mary Ann Lopez. 
This room was across the hall from that occu- 
pied by the Brown woman and her unknown 
companion. From information in the pos- 
session. of the police it appears that the mur- 
dered woman’s companion left her some 
time before 1 o’clock on Friday morn- 
ing. George Francois (Frenchy No. 1) 
had been at one time a lover of the old 
woman, but for sometime became insanely 
jealous of her. He heard her companion 
leave the room and shortly afterwards he got 
up, leaving his room mate, Mary Ann Lopez, 
asleep and crossing the hall, deliberately 
strangled and then disembowellea his 
victim. This is the Story of the 
police and is substantiated by the follow- 
ing facts. When Frenchy No. 1 had com pileted 
his murderous work, he recrossed the hall and 
entered the room No. 33. In the room he left 
the evidence of his guilt. When the police 
made their investigation traces of blood were 

be found on every side. 
The only ‘chair which the room 
contained owas covered with blood 
smeared on the clothes of the murderer, he 
having sat down upon it when he entered the 
room. The bed clothes were found to be cov- 
ered with blood, the murderer some time 
eng 5 the night having thrown himself upon

HANGED BY A MOB. 


A DESPERATE NEGRO EXECUTED BY CITIZENS AT 
FRANKLIN, TENN. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 30.—A Franklin 
(Tenn.) special says: The city was crowded 
with negroes yesterday, the occasion being 
the performance of a 10-cent circus. One of 
the negroes, Jim Taylor, become very 
troublesome and shot Policeman Charles 
Cook, who was trying toarrest him. He was 
afterward lodged in jail. The officer was 
seriously but not fatally wounded. 

About 10 o’clock last night a well organized 
mob of men attacked the jail, overpowered 
the Sheriff, took the keys from him and 
quietly carried the negro down a side street 
to the covered bridge and hung him to a cross 
beam, All was done in an orderly manner 
under recognized leaders. His body was then 
riddled with bullets and left hanging. The 
mob then quitely dispersed. Most of them 
were on horseback and no one knows. who 
they were. | P

the negro also shot one of the circus men. 
The negro’s attack on Policeman Cook was 
peculiarly atrocious, as he had him down, 
face downward, and then caught hold of his 
shoulder and shot him in the back of the 
neck.

The negro was 
found when caught to have two pistols and 
a large dirk on his person.

CHIcaGo, Ill., April 29.—The Cigar Manu- 
facturers’ Association ofthis city employing 
between 700 and 800 men has decided not to 
grant an davance in prices demanded §by the 
Cigarmakers Union and to olose their 
factories on May 4, to be reopened only by 
consent of the association. This indicates a 
strike and lockout on that day of one-half of 
the cigarmakers in thecity. The remainder 
will receive the advance in wages. 


STAND BY THE DECISION. 

CoLumsBus, O., April 30.—President Rae says 
that extentive preparations had been made 
by the miners tostrike Mayi for an eight 
hour day, but that they will toa man acquisce 
in the decision of the National Executive 
Board and no strike will take place. All will 
rest with the 9 hour day.

Recalled to Washington for a Confer- 
ence With Blaine, 


HE MAY NOW BE OFFERED THE MISSION 
TO JAPAN. 


Secretary Foster Discusses Treasury Atf- 
fairs—What He Says of Mr. Leech’s 
Figures—Bond Redemption— Reciproc- 
ity With Spain — A Doctor’s Despond- 
ency—National Oapital News. 


OHICAGO, April 30.—Senator Blair has re- 
ceived a dispatch from Secretary Blaine, but 
it is not in the nature ofa recall. It simply 
requests the Senator to postpone his journey 
and to leave for Washington at once for a 
conference. He leaves via the Baltimore & 
Ohio limited at 8 o’clock this afternoon and 
will have an interview with Mr.Blaine on Sat- 
urday morning. He is notat all disturbed 
about the latest developments, but says the 
Chinese Government has made the mistake of 
endeavoring to judge his views and opinions 
with press clippings as material, instead of 
taking the Congressional Record. He has never 
said anything, he says, that would refiect on 
the Chinese asa nation. Whatever views he 
may have ex pressed in Congress were direct- 
ed against the abominations of Chinatown in 
San Francisco and undesirable immigrants. 

When asked whether the report that he had 
been offered the mission to Japan asa sub- 
stitute for China was true, he declined to say 
anything in the affirmative, but his manner 
apparently indicated his belief that he could 
heve the Japanese mission if he wanted It. 


CASH IN THE TREASURY. 


SECRETARY FOSTER DISCUSSES HIS PLAN OF 
BOND REDEMPTION. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 30.—Secretary 
Foster agrees inthe main with Mr. Leech, 
Director of the Mint, in his statement regard- 
ing the available cash in the Treasury. Di- 
rector Leech claims that it is $258,000,000 and 
to make the amount he counts the so-called 
gold reserve of $100,000,000 and about $34,000, - 
000 of silver purchased with legal tender coin 
certificates. Secretary Foster does not agree 
with J. K. Upton, Assistant Secretary under 
John Sherman, in the statement that the 
$100 000,000 accumulated by Sherman when he 
was Secretary of the Treasury for the pur- 
pose of enabling him to resume specie pay- 
ments:should be used exclusively for re- 
deeming greenbacks and that any other use 
of the coin would be a high crime and mis- 
demeanor and subject him to im- 
peachment. Said Mr, Foster yes- 
terday: ‘‘The $100,000,000 of gold reserve 
is held against the $350,000,000 greenbacks to 
make the credit of the Government impreg- 
nable, forno one would be able to get to- 
gether enough greenbacks to take all the 
gold out of the Treasury, and therefore they 
do not take any. But these notes ontstand- 
ing are legal tender, and the Government 
can and would use this gold reserve if it need- 
edtoona pinch. It should, therefore, ap- 
pear in the debt statement.as availiable 
cash.’*’ 

**Do you regard the silver purchased under 
the new act, against which certificates have 
been issued, as available cash that may be 
used by the Government at any time?’’ 

**No, I do not agree with Mr. Leech there. 
The certificates are issued against that, and 
itisin the nature ofa trust, but the profits 
on the silver purchases, which amount now to 
some $4,000,000, may beused. Iam ina dif- 
ferent position from that of my predecessors, 
who have held a large surplus. I presume 
that during May and June there will be an ex- 
traordinary expenditure for pensions coming 
in June—extraordinary in that it will be prob- 
ably $4,000,000 larger than last year. Now as 
to the redemption of the 4%- per cent bonds. I 
am thinking of trying to substitute 2 per cents 
for them, as Mr. Windom proposed. Ifit can 
be done there willbe two advantages in it 
over the redemption. To be ableto float 2 
per cent bonds will demonstrate the extra- 
ordinary soundness of the Government credit, 
and the money that would be required to re- 
deem the 44%s may be used for the purchase 
of 44s at a saving of 2 per cent of the interest 
that would be paid on them up tothe time of 
maturity.’’ 


GEN. FOSTER’S MISSION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 30:—A dispatch 
from New York says: Gen. J. W. Foster, 
who has been in Madrid as a special envoy to 
negotiate a reciprocity treaty with Spain, 
returned onthe steamer Teutonic yesterday. 
In conversation with a reporter he said: 
‘*‘ITcan say nothing about my mission until I 
have made my report to the State Depart- 
ment.’’ In speaking of reports published 
in American papers, that the Spanish Prime 
Minister had been opposed to 
scheme of reciprocity, he said: ‘‘I will say 
this: I found the Minister in favor of some 
plan for satisfactory commercial relations 
with the United States. Everything else I can 
say isthat Iam glad to get back and shall go 
to Washington to-night.’’ 

Gen. Foster hadin his custody two leather 
pouches stuffed with manuscripts for the 
State Department, which are supposed to 
contain the official draughts of the reciprocity 
treaty and the documents pertaining thereto. 
James G. Blaine, Jr., accompanted Mr. 
Foster, having been with him to Madrid.

The Consolidated Coal Co. Makes a Move 
ss That Startles Operators. 


GATHERING IN RETAIL DEALERS TO 
SERVE AS ITS LOCAL AGENTS. 


Manager Simpson Denies That There Is 
Any Intention of Monopolizing the 
Business by Driving Out Other Pro- 
ducers — Other Companies Watching 
Matters Closely. 


The Consolidated Coal Co. has just made a 
move that is attracting much attention 
among the operators and dealers generally. 
Some of the operators go so farastoclaim 
that theobject of the Consolidated Co. is to 
arrange a combination to secure better rates 
for coal from the small consumers. A few 
Gays since the Consolidated Co. decided 
to retire from the wagon trade and 
turn that branch ofits business over to such 
retail dealers as were willing to subscribe to 
the conditions imposed on them. It ts of 
course understood that such dealers will 
have to purchase from the Consolidated com- 
pany, which will supply them with coal in 
car load lots. The object of the Consolidated 
company, asits representatives claim, is to 
confine its operations tothe wnolesale trade. 
The retail trade it holds ig only a 
small fraction of its business and 
it proposes to let the retailers handle it en- 
tirely, while it will furnish them with all the 
high and low grade coal they need for that 


purpose. 

Edward Devoy of the Devoy & Feufborn 
Co., which was reported to have entered 
into the arrangement to handlea portion of 
the Consolidated Co.’s retail business, 
said to-day that his firm had . not 
entered into any combimation. ‘‘As I under- 
stand this step taken by the Consolidated 
Co.,”” he said, ‘‘it simply means that it has 
decided to confine its business entirely to 
sales in large lots. It will give up the retail 
trade and let the retailers handle the wagon 
trade, but will ship as much if not more coal 
tothe city. Thereis no probability that any 
combine is intended. Sofaras our business 
is concerned we buy coal from whomsoever 
we please when we need it. I don’t think the 
Consolidated Coal Co. will ask the retail 
dealers to handle its products exclusively,’’ 

OPERATORS ARE DISTRACTED. 

The action of the Consolidated company is 
giving much concern to the operators of 
mines which are now supplying ‘a number 
of the retail dealers. They claim that 
the Consolidated aims to take their customers 
away from them by making flattering offers 
to the retailers to have them handle its coal 
in preference to that mined by any other 
operator or operating company. 

A prominent mine owner, having an office 
in the Laclede Building, said to-day that the 
arrangement made by the Consol- 
idated Coal Co. was bound to 
work Injury to the smaller operators, ‘‘This 
company,’’ he said, ‘‘is now working its pian 
to get the retailers to handileits coal for the 
retail trade and it has succeeded so far in 
getting eleven or twelve prominent firms and 
individuals tn the coal business to subscribe 
tothe conditions tmposed. Some of these 
dealers buy largely from other operating 
companies, and it strikes me that the Consol- 
idated wants to freeze us out to get absolute 
control of the wholesale and retail trade in 
the city.’’ 

MANAGER SIMPSON TALKS. 

General Manager Simpson of the Consoli- 
dated Co. was seen to-day by a Post-Dt1s- 
PATCH representative, and questioned as to 
his object in making such an innovation. 
He said: . 

*‘*Itis true that this company has some- 
what changed its system of distribution of 
coal in so far as the retail trade of this city is 
concerned, but this change is not intended to 
affect the interests of other [Illinois pro- 
ducers, or the price of coal tothe consumer. 
The business of this company since its or- 
ganization has, for the most part, been con- 
ducted at wholesale. The growing demand, 
however, in this market for our best grades 
of coal such as Trenton, Brookside and Mt. 
Olive, makes it a matter of much Interest to 
us that these grades should reach the smallest 
as well as the largest consumer in the Dest 
possible shape. We have, therefore, ar- 
ranged to prepare all of our coals at the 
mines in the best manner possible and to dls- 
tribute them through our own agents,instead 
of selling them to dealers as heretofore.’’ 

Mr. Simpson said further that the company 
had selected a numberof agents and might 
secure Others. He laid stress onhis state- 
ment that the company had no intention to 
monopolize the coal business or running up 
prices. He was not prepared to say who the 
agents were, but added thatthey were ex- 
perienced dealers and handlers of coal. 

WOULD NOT GO IN. 

Secretary and Treasurer Chas. E. Wehner 
of the Mount Olive Co., when asked if his 
company had been asked toenter into the 
arrangement, replied in the affirmative. 
“We refused,’’ he said, ‘‘because we pre- 
fer doing business on our own account. 
We mine our coaland sellit to dealers and 
consumers and we propose todo it straight 
along. We believe in competition and lots of 
it and are radically opposed to monopoly 
in the handling of coal as well as other 
necessaries.’’ 
IRONCLAD CONTRACTS. 

The coal men who are not in the arrange- 
ment made by the Consolidated, insist that 
its prime object is to get control of the retail 
t by making ironclad contracts 

handle its products exclusively. These 
contracts state that the agent shall make 
contracts in his own name, and supply his 
patrons with coal furnished by the 
Consolidated company. The company also, 
itis claimed, reserves the right to supplant 
the agent at any time with a person of 
its own selection. The retailers who. will 
act as its agents will receive a salary and 
commission on sales. The Consolidated 
company’s action may lead up to a lively 
row among the companies that mine and 
ship coal to this city. 3

HUNTING A MARRIAGE RECORD. 


The Search of Mrs. Nellie Mann of New 
York in This City. 

After a long and wearisome hunt Mrs. Nel- 
lie Mann, widow of Charles F. Mann, New 
York, discovered to-day a record of her mar- 
riage in this city in 1876 to her deceased hus- 
band, who was a Union soldier. The discov- 
ery was made in Justice James J. Spaulding’s 
office, 1111 Olive street, and the record was 
contained on the docket of Peter Powers, a 
Justice for several years, but now dead. 
On the 7th day of July, 1876, he joinea in the 
holy bond of wedlock, Miss Nellie Nelson and 
Charies F. Mann, giving them a small, not 
artistically designed marriage certificate, 
which was preserved all these years very 
carefully, and was yesterday presented by 
Mrs. Mann as proof of her assertion that she 
is the widow of the old soldier. Notlong af- 
ter the marriage the couple removed to New 
York City, where Mr. Mann died not very 
long since. His widow desiring to prove her 
title to her husband’s pension, came to this 
city for that purpose. 

She stopped with her sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Samuel KR. Nason, 2614 Stoddard street, and 
after recuperating her energies after the long 
trip she began the hunt for some record 
which would establish beyond doubt her 
marriage to the pensioner. As the sequel 
proves it was a very wearisome task and for 
some time threatened to prove unavailing, 
but through persistence she succeeded in 
locating the records of Justice Power. 

lier first place of search was the Court- 
house. Here dusty old records, which had 
not been disturbed for years were hauled 
down andexamined. The complete record 
of the year 1876 was gone over carefully with- 
out revealing to the interested searchers the 
desired information. Next followed an ex- 
amination for the several years following, 
during which time Justice Namens held of- 
fice. 

This afternoon she walked into Justice 
Spaulding’s court, accompanied by her sis- 
ter-in-law, and asked if that was where the 
records of Justice Peter Powers’ were at 
present. Someone had told her, she said, 
that she could find them there. She looked 
weary, worn and tired. 

**Yes, we have the books and papers of 
Justice Powers’,’’ answered Clerk Green. 

Instantly the cloud vanished from the face 
of the searcher, and she sank intoa chair 
with a giad sigh of relief. 

‘*This has been a weary, weary search,’’ 
she said, ‘‘but I thank God that it has 
proven successful. Some people cannot real- 
izethe suffering which Il underwent when I 
failed to find any record of my marriage at 
the Court-house. It was a surprise that 
shocked me. Not only did the fact concefn 
me, but my childrenas well, and was a case 
where a mother will suffer the most excru- 
Clating self-punishment, without any fault 
ofherown. Never did the absolute necessity 
ofrecords occur to me so forcibly as at this 
moment, when almost hopeless of ever dis- 
covering arecord of verifying my marriage, 
1 went from place to place asking questions 
that might lead to the discovery of where 
Justice Powers’ old records were kept.’’

A Statement in Reference to Charges 
Against Supt. Shaffer. 


George Hilton, a boy who was formerly con- 
finedat the House of Refuge, worked at 
the shoe factory there for a year after the 
time for his release had expired and during 
all this time boarded at the institution. He 
does not know whether Supt. Shaffer paid 
anything tothe city for his board, but the 
boy is of the opinion that he did not, 
as he was not told that he was being 
charged for board. Hilton, however, says 
that Shaffer let him stay thereat his urgent 
request. The boy had received the necessary 
8,600 merits to entitle him to a discharge from 
the place, and his time there was up on 
March 10, 1889. As he was too 
young to properly care for himself 
and had no relative capable of taking care of 
him he says he knew that under the rules of 
the institution he would be kept there for an- 
other year orso. Realizing this and wishing 
to learn shoemaking, he went to Mr. Pearce, 
the shoe contractor, and got the latter to con- 
sent to hire him ‘tor @ year and teach him 
heel-trimming, provided Superintendent 
Shaffer would consent to his 
remaining at the institution. Hilton says he 
made a request of Shaffer, andasa favor to 
him the Superintendent of the Work-house 
permitted him toremain on condition that 
he would submit to the rules and regulations 
of the institution.. The boy received a salary 
of $2.0 a week, during the year 
he warked for Pearce, but ashe was learning 
his trade he did not think his services were 
worth any more. Hilton says that Supt. 
Shaffer is very kind to boys at the place who 
behave themselves and does all he can to 
help them along. The boy thinks that it was 
to favor him and not to favor Mr. 
Pearce that Supt. Shaffer let him 
remain at the institution. For the year end- 
ing Apri], 1890, the time Hilton was at the 
House of Refuge, Supt. Shaffer paid into the 
city Treasury $622 received for board from 
inmates, but whether any of this was for the 
boy’s board the city records do not show. If 
Hilton was charged for board, Pearce must 
have paid it,as the boy says he made no 
agreement to pay board.

A Battle With Manual Garcia and His 
Bandits. 


ORE OF THE MOST BRUTAL MEMBERS 
OF THE BAND KILLED. 


—_———————————————— 


How an Old Man and His Wife Were Tor- 
tured to Make Them Reveal Hidden 
Gold—The Woman Dies Under the 
Lash—Effortse to Rid the Island of 
Robbers. 


New Yorn, April ®.—Havana corre- 
spondence of April 23 says that no one has 
yet claimed the $90,000 reward offered for the 
capture of Manual Garcia, the celebrated Cu- 
ban bandit. Robberies, murders and abduc- 
tions—all attributed to the great chief and 
his band—have been frequent of late, and 
active measures for his capture have been 
forced upon the Government. An ambush 
was prepared on April 15 and elaborate 
plans laid to capture the robbers. The band 
had recently been operating in the vicinity 
of Matanzas, and had accumulated con- 
siderable booty, chiefly Spanish. It 
was known that among the bandits, 
besides the leader, were such eminent mem- 
bers of the brigand fraternity as Antonio 
Mayol, Victor, Jose and Antonio Uruse, Gallo 
Sosa and B. Plazencia. The troops took upa 
position on the plantation Esperanza and 
awaited the coming of the robbers, who were 
known to be traveling in that direction. 
They had not waited long before nine horse- 
mencame around a curve of the road and 
entered the plantation. They were ordered 
to halt, but did not reply. The officer in 
command was about to give the order to 


then galloped off as fast as their horses could 
travel. The troops beingon foot could not 
pursue them, but fired several times. It was 
then found that Antonio Mayol, one of the 
bandits, lay dead on theroad. A trail of 
blood was discovered leading from the plan- 
tation to a rocky hillock and to a small stream 
where it was lost, proving that one of the 
bandits was wounded.Of the soldiers one was 
killed and several wounded seriously. 
Mayol’s death relieves the residents of 
Matanzas of the outrages of one of the bandits 
they most feared.

He was confronted by three men who at once 
entered the house, closing the door after 
them. ‘‘Wewant all the money you have, 
and be quick about it, too,’’ said the one mrho 
appeared to bethe leader of the men, who 
proved to be bandits, not police. 

Oalling to his wife to bring down the Keys, 
Menendez walked overto his writing desk, 
closely followed by the leader of the Drigands. 
**Be quick about it,’’ said the rufflan, and he 
struck the old man across the head with his 
revolver, felling him witha gaping wound in 
hishead. At this moment Mre. Menendez 
came into the room. Tearing the Keys out 
of ber hands, the robber opened and ran- 
sacked the writing Gesk. Nothing was 
found except documents to the value of sev- 
eral thousand dollars and $2) in Spanish 
gold. This angered the chief, and 
turning to the old man, who had 
wound a handkerchief around his 
head, he said **If you don’t 
give me all your money, I'll kill you piece by 
piece.” Turning to the other men, who had 
ransacked the house, he said: ‘‘Tie him.’’ 
This done, the bandit turned to one of the 
men and pointing to Mrs. Menendez said: 
*“‘Attend to her.’’ The bandit, whose name 
is Jose Diaz, took hold of the aged woman 
and pulling out a knife, drew it lightly across 
her throat and said: ‘‘Now, you old hag, just 
give us that money or I'l) make a corpse of 
you.”” The poor woman, half dead with 
fright, fell om her Knees and clasping her 
hands, begged piteousily for her life. swear- 
ing she had no more money than what they 
had taken already. Fora seemingly endiess 
half hour the torture was continued except 
at intervals when the robber pricked her 
skin with the sharp point of bis Knife. 

THE REFINEMENT OF CRUELTY. 

Seeing he could obtain no satisfaction, he 
dragged the old lady, half clad as she was, to 
a ittie wood about fifty feet from the house; 
adrawing from his pocketsa strong leather, he 
tied Mrs. Memendez’ wrists together; to the 
thong he tieda rope which he had brought 
from the house on his way out.

he pulled Mrs. Medendez up until her feet 
were about ten inches from the ground.

THE FORTHCOMING APPOINTMENTS. 


A city politician and office-holder of 
fifteen years’ standing, who has been, as 
Mayor, for two years looking forward to 
his opportunity of filling an important list 
of city ofgges for four years with his ap- 
pointees, is pretty sure to have hid list of 
prime favorites and alternates for each 
office complete long before the time for 
sending in the nominations. 

When he holds them back for a month 
after the Council containing a majority of 
his own party is ready and waiting to act 
upon them, the supposition is that much 
dickering and trading has been necessary 
to get a majority of the Council pledged to 
confirm as a whole a list including 
satellites and hencliimen who must be pro- 
vided for, to the disgust of the public.

WARNED OF DANGER 


Carpenters Notified Not to Go to East 


St. Louis After To-Morrow. 


MORE THAN 2,000 OF THEM WILL WALK 
OUT ON MAY DAY. 


Tin and Sheet Iron Bosses Issue a Circulaf 
—Brewery Employes Will Go Out— 
—The Walking Delegate Will See the 
Employers To-Day — Five Thousand 
Men to Strike To-Morrow. 


If the developments in the labor situation 
to-day can be said to be a forerunner of what 
is to happen to-morrow, one of tlie miost se- 
rious strikes in the history of St. Louis is im- 
minent. The number of men who will go out 
will number fully 5,000. 

At the various labor headquarters the 
scenes were of the most exciting description. 
Méh came and went, carrying hotes, recelv- 
ing instructions to be carried to the workmen 
on the outside. All the principal officers of 
the organizations involved were in attend- 
ance, making the last arrangements before 
the battle. 

‘*If we win,’’ say the men, one and all, ‘‘a 
solemn promise will be made not to indulge 
in a labor agitation for many years.’’ 

‘*This is the décisive fight between the car- 
penters and their employers,’’ says Nicholas 
Anholdt, the walking delegate for the Car- 
penters’ and Joiners’ Union. 

‘*We must have an eight-hour day, in shop 
and outside,’’ is the information which tin 
and sheet-iron workers give out through Cen- 
tral Labor Union. 

From the same source comes the informa- 
tion that the marble cutters stick to their de- 
mand. The Rosebroughs say, it is claimed at 
the same place, that they will import men 
before they will pay for eight hours’ work 
what they have béen giving for ten. 

The Brewers’ and Malsters’ Union No. 6, 
and Gambrinus Assembly, Knights of Labor, 
No. 7,503, are the latest additions to those 
who will most probably walk out to-morrow. 
A special meeting of these men has been 
called to take place to-night at Central 
Turner Hall, Tenth street, near Market. 

WHAT THIS MEETING MEANS. 

For some time there has been trouble of a 
more or less serious nature between organ- 
ized brewery menand their employers, the 
culmination of which came about a week 
ago, when the Secretary of the men, Charles 
F. Bechtold, appeared before a notary and 
took oath to a statement that Justis Land- 
vock, connected with the Wesetliche Post, the 
German daily, had attempted to bribe him to 
give the namesofthe tinion men. Through 
the manipulations of Landvock, it is alleged 
that several men were dischargde by the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewing Association for no 
other cause than they were connected with 
the union. 

This morning several more men were dis- 
charged, the W.J. Lemp Brewery and the 
St. Louis Brewing Association takinga hand 
in the fight against the Union men. The rea- 
son the brewers give for this action is that 
the men have been boycotting their product, 
and that they do not propose to give employ- 
ment to people who are inimical to their 
interests, strike or no. strike. This 
fight, which will in all probability terminate 
in @ Strike to-morrow, began about two years 
ago, at the time when the men failed to carry 
their pointina walk-out. While the three 
employers hamed claim thatthe union only 
has about one hundred memibers, the men 
laugh and say they willsee when the time 
comes whata mistake they have made in 
their calculations. 

The claim is made that more than one-half 
of the menemployed by these concerns are 
either members of the Knights of Labor or 
the union, and that every one will most prob- 
ably quietly quit work to-morrow morning. 

WHAT SECRETARY BECHTOLD SaYs. 

This morning Secretary Bechtold was found 
at his desk in the Central Turner Hall build- 
ing, surrounided by a large number of men, 
lieutenants and workmen who have been dis- 
charged for being unionists. 

‘*We are preparing for the fight,’’ said he 
with a smile, ‘‘and you can say that 
it will be about the warmest 
on record. Do you imagine for 
one instant that we willallow a set of eti- 
ployees to dictate what we shall or shall not 
belongto. If that is not a conspiracy to rob 
a man of his free-born American rights I can- 
not give ita name, and it is dictation the 
men will not submit to®under any circum- 
stances. They are doing everything in the 
world to force ts to go on a strike. Their 
latest move was taken this morning. An- 
heuser-Busch have notified their men that 
they must £0 before a notary 
and swear that they are not 
members of any organization 
composed of malsters, and I would like 
to find the self-respecting man who is thus to 
forswear his freedom of action and thought 
merely because he receives sufficient com- 
pensation upon which to subsist, from man 
or set of men who ask him to abandon his 
manhood, self-respect and love of fréedom. 
It is monstrous, and I do not believe that the 
American people ,either native born or other- 
wise, will tolerate or patronize a firm which 
thus plays the part of an old country 
tyrant, acting in a way that 
is worthy of the dark ages. 
Knights of Lalor organizations cannot and 
will not tolerate such an abuse of its mem- 
bers. Itisone of its cardinal principles to 
fight tyranny and overbearing actionsin ali 
forms, and in all shapes. We will show Mr. 
Adolphus Busch that our membership ex- 
ceeds many times over the number of sixty, 
which he said recently comprised the 
brewery workers’ membership.’’ 

TIN AND SHEET-IRON WORKERS. 

There is every probability of a strike of the 
tin and sheet-iron workers, numbering more 
than 600. Both sides claimthis morning that 
they wlll not give one inch, and according to 
a late actio# taken by the bosses a’ walkout is 
inevitable unless one or the other side gives 
in. Atameeting of the employers the fol.

CARPENTERS WILL GO OUT. 

The walkout of the Carpenters’ and Joiners’ 
Union, with a carefully aid conservatively 
estimated membership of es he oceur, 
as per programme, at 100’ to-morrow 
morning. The carpenters wilt artive at 
Central Turner Hall in full forcé by that hour. 
Every possible precaution to preclude trouble 
is being taken by Mr. J. C,. Davis, President 
of the council. : 

It is claimed this morning that if the non- 
affiliating bosses desire thelr men to return 
to work they must sign the scale of wages 
and hours that will be presented to them to- 
day by the walking delegate, Nicholas An- 
holdt, and his assistants. The scales will be 
distributed late this afternoon, and do not, it 
seems, include the much-feared clause in re- 
gard to apprentices, but do say that two- 
thirds of the bosses must sign the scale before 
one man will be allowed to return to work. 
Even the men who met a few days ago and 
agreed to concede tothe men their demands 
are in doubt to-day, it is asserted in quarters 
where sucha thing would be known frst. 
But nothing of a definite mature can be 
learned in regard to the action of the bosses, 
who are not members of the Master Builders’ 
Association, and therefore it is supposed that 
they will stand by their former action, 

Mr. Richard Shinnick, a member of the 
latter organization, was found at the Me- 
chanics’ Exchange this mofhing and when 
quéstioned said that the association would 
not meet to take any action until they were 
Officially made aware of the exact nature of 
the demands. When the information 
is received, he says, the master builders will 
meet and take whatever action they deem fit 
under the circumstances. ‘‘The signing of 
the scale, if it is demantled and insisted 
upon,’’ saidhe, ‘‘will be the cause of trou- 
ble.’’ 

STAY AWAY FROM EAST ST. LOUIS. 

The Carpenters Council has received a 
notice from the headquarters of Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners at Philadelphia, 
warning the members to stay away from East 
St. Louis on and after May 1, as 
the prospect of trouble there is 
very imminent. The men, it seems, 
have been preparing for trouble on the east 
side of the river,.as well as in St. Louls 
proper. Their strength in” East St. Louis is 
estimated at 700, which includes the work- 
men in several of the surrounding towns and 
Villages. 

This matter has been kept very quiet, but 
it is understood in labor cirelés in this city 
that the bosses will to-morrow morning be 
presented with a demand that eight hours 
constitute a day’s work, at the old pay for 
ten hours. The first definfte information 
given out in regard to the affair 
was this morning, from which time 
strenuous efforts have failed to receive either 
a corroboration or denial that a May-day 
strike will oocur. The St. Louis carpenters 
have received a warning not to cross the Mis- 
sissipplin search of work, which makes it 
evident that trouble ts anticipated.

‘*Besides _these,’’ said Mr. MeMahon, 
‘*there is Hable to be & Humber of small 
walk-outs of employes of one man ora firm. 
To every organization which is a member of 
the Central Trades and Labor Union has been 
sent a warning not to catch the striking 
fever, which is a dangerous thingto take 
possession of a city the size of St. Louls. 
With the exception of the malsters only the 
building trades are affected to any great 
extent. In figuring this total we bave not 
allowed for the probable lumber yard trouble, 
nor for other places where negotiations with 
the employers are pending. Ih my estima- 
tion this is a very conservative estimate. 
Strikes are a bad thing, but the workingmen 
inthe building trades have been forced to 
take a stand.’’

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SLATTERY’S SUIT. 


J. M. Thompson Charged With Fraud in 
a Real Estate Deal. | 


APETITION WHICH CONTAINS SOME SUR- 
PRISING ALLEGATIONS. 


An Attachment Against ‘Old Hutoh”’— 
A Builder Who Furnished Only What 
the Contract Called For Gets a Verdict 
—Willie Bauman’s Suit for Damages— 
Marquette Club Sued. 


Capt. D. P. Siattery thinks that he has been 
swindled out of a large sum of money by J. 
M. Thompson of the Forest Park Improve- 
ment Association. Ina suit he filed against 
Mr. Thompson this morning Capt. Slattery 
says that Thompson’s 200 shares in the com- 
pany were taken for the two jointly, and 
that he, Slattery, paid $10,000 for the stock, 
that being the amount called for on the first 
Rssessment. It was agreed between them, 
he says, that they would meet future 
calls upon. the stock as suited their 
convenience, one of them making the pay- 
ment or both of them together, and that the 
gains or losses made by the speculators were 
to be equally divided between them. @apt. 
Slattery clainis that the company has made 
barrels of money, more than both he and 
Thompson have paid together on their stock, 
and that Thompson has received all the divi- 
dends paid on their 200 share of stoek and 
has not paid him his half,and has even re- 
pudiated his, plaintiff’s, ihterest in the stock, 
wherefore Capt. Slattery prays the court 
to compel defendant to ‘‘divy up’’ or 
to compel the company to issue him 100 shares 
of their capital stock. The company is capi- 
talized at $240,000 in 2,400 shares. 

Mr. Thompson was one of the organizers 
and promoters of the company or associa- 
tion. Capt. Slattery seems to have been his 
silent partner in the speculation, the stock 
they held jointly having been isstied in Mr. 
Thompson’s name alone. 


An Attachment Against “Old Hutch.’’ 

The St. Louis grain dealers Are on the 100Kk- 
out for grain or other property owned by 
‘*Ola Hutch,’’ the big Chicago operator, 
whose mysterious disappearance is now the 
talk of the Merchants’ Exchange. Messmore, 
Gannett & Co. filed an attachment suit 
against his firm, B. P. Hutchinson & Co. , this 
morning for the sum of $705.65 and attached a 
lot of grain in St. Louis Elevator No. 1, which 
is supposed to belong to ‘‘Old Hutch.’’ The 
firm of Messmore, Gannett & Co. is composed 
of T. B. Morton, A. 8. Messmore and John A. 
Gannett. Their office is in the Merchants’ 
Exchange Buliding. 

In reference to the Hutchinson attachment 
Web M. Samuel, President of the United 
Elevator Co., said: ‘‘Ihave not heard of the 
attachment yet, and no hews was received at 
the office of the United Elevator Co. before 1 
o’clock. I do not exactly see how we 
could be elther attached or  4gar- 
nisheed. The certificates issued are 
transferable, and we have not the least idea 
in whose hands they may be at any given 
time. The United Elevator Co. cannot be in- 
volved in any way whatever. I cannot Say 
whether or not Hutchinson has grain with 
us, &s I do not know. With transferable 
certificates it is impossible to tell who has 
grain in the elevators.’’ 


Six Months in the Hospital. 

The $10,000 damage suitof Willie Bauman by 
his father, John Bauman, against the Hill- 
Settle Tobacco Co. and the several owners of 
property occupied by this company, is being 
tried before a jury in Judge Kilein’s court to- 
day. The plaintiff has subpcenaeid a score or 
more of witnesses and the defendants also 
havea good many. One of the witnesses 
come all the way from Fort Smith to testify 
inthis case. Willie Bauman and several 
other boys were playing on and near a rottén 
gateina blind alley between Cedar ard 
Gratiot and Main and Second streets, when 
the gate fell on young Bauman and crippled 
him for life. He lay in the hospital 
six months, was unconscious several weeks 
with concussion of the brain, his skull hav- 
ing been fractured in two places,and one of 
his legs was broken and is now shorter than 
the other leg. He is also cross-eyed as a résult 
of the accident. The gateway léd into the 
premises of the Hill-Settle Tobacco Co. The 
witnesses forthe plaintiff testified that the 
boys were inthe alley, which was a public 
alley, but the plaintiffs claim that the boys 
were trepassing ontheir property and tn- 
lawfully playing with the gate at the time.

Under instructions of tlid¢ 
court this morning, the jury returned & ver- 
dict of $78.50 for the conStruction of tilid 
blinds alone, not allowing plaintiff anything 
for painting them. Déefendant gave noticd 
that he would take an appeal. 

It is said that Mr. Deutmann refused once 
upon a time to puta roofon a house that he 
was building for a man, because the archi- 
tect had neglected to specifically mention the 
roof in the contract, and that on another oc- 
casion he bullt a house for Charley Francis at 
Quarantine without windows. - 


A Relative of the Lucas Family Shot. 

Johh B. Derrisseaux, who is believed to be 
a relative of the Lucas family of this city, 
was shot and it is thought fatally injured by 
John J. Hooker near Pine Bluff, Ark. 

Derrisseaux had closed up a road, it is 
stated, used by Hooker, whe attempted to 
take down the fence and was attacked by 
te sseaux with a handspike, when Hooker 
shot. 

The Derrisseaux family are related to the 
Lucases on the maternal side, the late Mrs 
Lucas, mother of .J. 3B. ©. Lucas, 
being a Miss Derrisseaux; Mr. J. 
B. CG, Lueas said to-day that 
he was not sure whether the man shot was 
their relative or not.

DENVER‘ Colo., April 30.—Prof. Sewall who 
examined the deadly decoction sent from 
Boston to Denver to poison Mrs. J. A.

‘*There is no doubt that arsenic was pres- 
ent in the form of a soluble salt and ina fatal 
quantity. Upon looking at the stuff one or- 
dinarily would say that it was whisky. There 
is no trouble you knowin coloring water or 
any liquid so as to make it look like whisky. 
Fowler’s solution ofarsenic was the active 
anda poisonous tngredient and, jointly, Dono- 
vanh’s solution or some salt or arsenic like the 
arsenic of sodium. 

‘‘There was a perceptible aromatic odor 
that 1 noticed while doing the distilling; it 
may have been lavender; it has a smell 
somewhat like cubebs.’’

THE NEW COURT OF APPEALS. 


It Will Meet in the District Court-Two 
Appointments to Be Made. 


A communication is expected from Wash- 
ington in a few days indorsing the selection 
made by United States Marshal Buchanan of 
a room for the new United States Court of Ap- 
peals. The law creating these nine Courts of 
Appeals in the nine circuit of the United 
- Btatesto relieve the United States Supreme 
Court of a great amount of its work, provides 
that the United States Marshal shall select a 
court room and fit it for the transaction of 
business. The court is to be composed of the 
present Circuit and District judges, and 
one other judge to be appointed by the Presi - 
dent of the United States. .Two judges will 
constitute a quorum and in this, the Eighth 
District, the meeting place is to be St. Louis. 
As the District Court here is in session but @ 
short time during the year Mar- 
shal Buchanan decided to select 
it for the Court of Appeals as the sittings of 
the courts could not occur at the same time 
during the year. A large room adjoining the 
District Court has been selected for the use 
of the Clerk and Marshal of the Court of Ap- 
peals. The present Marshal must furnish the 
bailiffs and criers. The Marshal and Clerk of 
the court will be appointed by the three 
judges at the first session of court. The clerk 
is to receive a salary of $3,000 per year and the 
Marshal $2,500. In framing the law no duties 
were prescribed for the Marshal, and he will 
have almost nothing to do. There will be no 
papers to serve, no witnesses to summon or 
juries to call. The clerkship is eagerly sought 
after by halfa dozen aspirants, but so far 
only oneapplication has been made for the 
position of marshal. °

TO MAKE IT LEGAL, 


Judge Klein Strikes Out References to 
the Deity in a Marriage Certificate. 


HE CLAIMS HE DID 80 SIMPLY TO COM- 
PLY WITH THE STATUTES. 


An Action of One of the Circuit Judges 
Which Occasioned a Great Deal of 
Comment—The Proper Form of a Mar- 
riage Certificate a Question of Dis- 
pute. 


Astory to which a peculiar interest at 
taches was heard to-day at the Court-house. 
It relates to an act of Judge 
Klein. In brief it is that Judge 
Klein being called upon to marry 
acouple, had every reference tothe Deity 
stricken from the marriage certificate which 
he issued tothe couple after performing the 
ceremony. 

Where the certificate feads: ‘‘In the year 
of Our Lord * * *’’ the words ‘‘of Our 
Lora’’ were striken out. Again where 
**Holy bonds of matrimony’’ is printed 
on the blank certificate Judge Klein, it is 
stated, gave instructions that the words 
‘*holy bonds of’’ be erased. Where the 
date is marked on the instrument the 
letters A. D. (Anno Domini), the Latin 
for the words, ‘‘the year of our Lord,’’ had 
also to be stricken off the paper. 

The form of the marriage certificate before 
it underwent the changes was this: 

THE REGULAR FORM. 
State of Missouri, City of St. Louis, ss. 

This certifies that on the -—— day

one thousand eight hundred and ninety, —— 
Ithe undersigned a cadge of the Circuit Court of

These forms are printed and Kept by Re- 
corder Hobbs, andthe blanks are filled out 
before the minister, Judge, or Justice, as the 
case may be, who performsthe marriage, 
signs them. 

In the place where the above form reads 
‘‘Judge of the Circuit Court’’ there is a 
blank in the original instrument, because it 
may bea minister orajustice who will per- 
form the marriage. 

The certificate which Judge Klein issued

The names of the contracting parties, which 
are given in the above fac simile, are the cor- 
rect names according to the records in the 
Recorder’s office, and belong to well-known 
families in St. Louis. 

Recorder Hobbs was asked concerning the 
story but was reticent in giving any infor- 
mation. 

**l remember the case,’’ said he, ‘‘but 
there are so many of those things occur that 
I cannot remember all the circumstances.’’ 

The reporter was informed, however, that 
the above was a correct version of the story. 
The statement was made that a certificate 
had to be written out in the whole by one of 
the Recorder’s clerks, because the form 
would present too bad an appearance after 
the erasures and insertions had been made 
on it. / 

NOT DUE TO PRIVATE CONVICTIONS. 

Judge Klein was asked by a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter concerning the story. The Judge 
eyed the reporter closely for a few moments, 
and when he spoke it was in his most severe 
judicial tones. 

‘*‘What is the purpose of the information?’’ 
asked he. 

The reporter replied thatit had been said 
that the charges were due to private convic- 
tions. 

**You had better be careful what you say in 
the matter,’’ said Judge Klein. ‘‘It was 
not in consequence of any private convictions 
of mine thatI had thechanges made. The 
couple did not want to be married by a min- 
ister. Imarried them, and issued a certifi- 
cate according to law.’’ 

Judge Klein is known to be an ad- 
vyocate of the _ strict application of 
the statutes. The subsequent investigations 
of this peculiar story either showthe Judge 
tobe an extremist inthis respect, or leave 
the case still more wrapped in doubt. 

JUDGE M’CAFFERY’S VIEWS. 

The reporter called on Justice of the 
Peace James McCaffery, who is® re- 
garded as an expert in the art of 
tying hymeneal knots, and who has, after a 
careful study of the statutes, prepared a 
form of marriage certificate, which he states 
complies with the statute in every respect. 

Judge McCaffery showed the reporter a 
copy of a blank form, which would read when 
filled out as follows.

**It does not make any odds,’’ said Judge 
McCaffery, ‘‘what words are used in the cer- 
tificate if the requirements of the statute are 
complied with.’’ 

The reporter asked Judge McCaffery if he 
considered the form of certificate he had just 
shown the reporter, a strictly legal tnstru- 
ment. 

‘*I do,’’ said the Judge. 

**Would it be any more legalif the words 
‘of our Lord,’ ‘holy bonds of’ and the letters 
‘A. D.’ were stricken out?’’ 

**It would not.’’ 

An examination of the statue on marriage, 
Sec. 6,845, Of the Revised Statutes of the 
State of Missouri, showed the statute 
on marriage certificates is silent as 
to any mention of the Deity. 
Under the same statute, however,a form 
ofa return to the Recorder’s office,to be 
made by a minister or Official performing a 
marriage, the letters A. D. appear. 

The form set forth in the statute is:

tMatters to Be Considered by the 
Tran-Mississippi Delegation at Denver. 


The Trans-Mississipp! Congress, which 
willassemble in Denver on May 19, judging 
from letters received by the Secretary prom- 
ises to be very well attended, and its pro- 
ceedings will be watched with great interest 
not only in St. Louis, but‘also im all parts of 
the Mississippi Valley. This Congress has 
no connection with the meeting recently held 
in Kansas City, and its advocates claim that 
it will be far more truly representative in its 
character. The Denver Congress is the 
outgrowth of the meeting held in Galves- 
ton on February 7, under the 
auspices of the Galveston Cotton 
Exchange, at which meeting nothing of im- 
portance Was done exceptto make arrange- 
ments forthe coming gathering. Delegates 
from all the States and cities west of the Mis- 
sissippi River will be present, the 6 
has been perfected and an interesting and 
profitable gathering is anticipated. The Mer- 
chants’ Exchange of this city will send a 
large delegation. Atthe Galveston meeting 
there was quite a contest between the repre- 
sentatives of the Gulf States and those of the 
more northerly States over the placeof the 
next meeting and the Missouri contingent 
was successful in obtaining the selection of 
Denver. Thisis regarded as indicative that 
oe a sam A ggg ppc will be paid to the re- 
q ents of Missouri and neighboring 
States, and that the congress will be one 
truly representative of the Mississippi Valley, 
and not simply of the States adjacent to the 
Gulf of Mexico. Thethree subjects for dis- 
cussion first on the programme are generally 
regarded asthe most important. They are 
in reference to legislation affecting com- 
merce, trausportation and finance, to im- 
provements of the waterways, lake, gulf and 
Pacific ports, and to markets for Western 
products. The two featuresthat are of es- 
pecial interest to St. Louisans 
are the improvements of the Mis- 
sissippi and the promotion of the 
trade with South America. A protest will be 
presented, and it is believed that it will be 


ments to the navigation of the Mississippi by 
the construction of low bridgcs, and statistics 
will be compiled showing the injury done to 
the Ohio in this way and the necessity of pre- 
venting similar injury to the course of the 
Mississippi. The government at Washington 
will be urged to allota liberal amount to the

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THE LIGHTWEIGHTS 


No Real Champion in Either England 
or America. — 


O’CONNOR’S CHALLENGE TO STANSBURY 
FOR THE SCULLING CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Boston May Win Two Championships—Al 
Johnson Married at Louisville—St 
Louis Drops a Game to Louisville— 
Longshot Buns a Fast Mile at Nash- 
ville—Sporting News of All Kinds. 


Bill Reader’s defeat of Baxter in Engiand 
Tuesday night helps settle the lightweight 
championship of Great Britain, and a battle 
between Reader and the wianer of the Jem 
Carney and Dick Burge fight should decide 
the question. Reader knocked Baxter out In 
the sixteenth round, the cablegrams state, 
but they do not state whether it was merely a 
chance blow or whether Reader had the best 
of the contest throughout. The latter was 
probably the case, as Reader was generally 
regarded as a very clever man. Burge, who 
is soon to fight Carney for the championship, 
is said to be a great figMer and is now favor- 
ite in the betting atéto4. Jem Carney was 
the undisputed light weight champion of 
England, but he is now getting well along in 
years and that is why itis thought Burge, 
who is young and vigorous and has not weak - 
ened his constitution by repeated training 
for fights, will win this battle. Asin this 
country, there its at present no light 
weight in England who out-classes all 
others of that weight. Jack McAuliffe, Billy 
Myer, Jimmy Carroll, Andy Bowen and 
Austin Gibbons are all light-weight cham. 
pionship claimants here. Gibbons is now in 
England and it is said Reader will fight him. 
There is no reason for Gibbons posing as an 
American champion, as he whipped no man 
of any reputation, except Mike Cushing, and 
in both contests with the latter he had a big 
advantage in weight, as well es his natural 
advantages over Cushing in height and reach. 
Cushing displayed the more science and 
had the best of the fight at the out- 
get, but Gibbons’ superior strength, weight, 
height and reach toldinthe long run. After 
his last fight with Cushing, Gibbons issued a 
challenge toall light-weights and when it 
was not accepted in a week or two he de 
clared that every fighter in America in his 
Class was afraid to meet him and sailed for 
England to find an antagonist. Gibbons Is 
very strong but not well scienced 
and he has always insisted on weighing 
in twelve or twenty-four hours before the 
fight, and has gained five pounds or more be- 
tween the time of weighing and entering the 
ring. He has not been fighting at the light 
weight limit proper. Jack McAuliffe, al- 
though still claiming the light weight cham- 
pionship, refuses to fight atthe prize ring 
rule limit—138 pounds—and should either be 
madeto fight at weight or forfeit the title. 
Bowen, Myer and Carrolican fight at the 
weight, but the Streator boy is said to be 
finding some difficulty now in doing so,

It looks now asif Boston would win both 
the National League and American Associa- 
tion championships. The Boston League 
teams won four games straight from the 
Giants, their most dangerous rivals, and 
right on top of those defeats the 
Now Yorks have won three con- 
secutive games from the much- 
talked-of Brooklyn champions. Yesterday the 
Bostons droppeda game to Philadelphia and 
it was the first they have lost this season, 
although they have played seven, and It was 
lost by a scratch. The Boston League team 
js certainly a very strong organization and 
the League race should be between it and 
New York, which is now down in sixth place, 
the Brooklyn champions being last, with one 
victory out of seven games played. 
In the Association the Boston represent- 
ative is only third, but nevertheless it 
is about the strongest club in the organiza- 
tion and should win the championship. Bal- 
timore is now leading and ig playing a very 
strong game, but can hardly keep up the 
pace, and Boston, which has not yet really 
struck its gait, should finish ahead, not only 
of the Orioles, but of all the clubs. The Ath- 
letics are down in seventh place, but will 
finish close to the winner, as their team is a 
strong one,

As was supposed he would do, William 
O’Connor, the American champion oarsman, 
has challenged James Stansbury, who has 
just won the world’s championship by de- 
fedting John McLean. O’Connor’s challenge 
is for $2,500a side, the race to be rowed in 
America, and Stansbury to be allowed $500 for 
expenses. O'’Oonnor’s challenge was cabied 
to Stansbury just afterdhe latter’s victory in 
Australia two days ago, and it is 
Claimed that the antipodean scuiler has al- 
ready cabled his acceptance. The Canadian 
rowed Stansbury twicein Australia and lost 
both races. Heclaimed a foul in the first 
contest, so Stansbury rowed him a second 
time and defeated him a second time. 
O’Oonnor lays his defeat to the Australian 
climate and courses, and holds that on Amer- 
ican waters he can beat any of the Austra- 
lian Oarsmen. Others attribute the success 
of the Australian oarsmen over 
those of America to the fact 
that they have been meeting in Australia, 
where the antipodeans have had the advan- 
tages of climate and of courses which differ 
very widely from those of America. Never- 
theless Beach and Searle experienced no dif- 
Oculty in beating American oarsmen on En- 
glish waters, and while Stansbury does not 
tower above McLean and Peter Kemp as the 
other Australian champions did above the 
other oarsmen of their country, it is safe to 
say thatif Stansbury meets O’Connor here 
andtherace is legitimate and on its merits 
the world’s championship will remain in the 
antipodes., 


BASE BALL, 


The Louisville Club has made quite a record 
this year with alotof players about whom 
the general public knows very little. Brief 
sketches of some of the leading members of 
the team will be of interest. 

The captain of the team, Harry L. Taylor 
is a Cornell University graduate. He played 
ball in the college team, and having a good 
offer from the Syracuse Club of the Interna- 
tional League, began playing professional 
ballinthe summer of 1886.

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DR. BRIDGMAN RESIGNS. 


A DOCTRINAL DISTURBANCE IN A NEW 
YORK BAPTIST CHURCH. 


The Pastor’s Views on Endless Torment 
as Punishment for Siz—A Sermon 
Which Offended Members of His Con- 
gregation—Letter to the Church. 


New York, April 30.—The members of the 
Madison Avenue Baptist Church were greatly 
surprised and disappointed last evening at 
the announcement of the resignation of their 
pastor, the Rev. Dr. C. D. W. Bridgman. At 
the close of his Wednesday evening lecture, 
which was delivered with his wonted elo- 
quence and earnestness, Dr, Bridgman left 
the church for his home. Before the congre- 
gation were dismissed, however, Edward 
Elliott, clerk of the church, read the follow- 
ing eonvincing and touching letter from the 
pastor: 

My Dear BRETHREN—For thirteen years I have 
served as your minister—years 1 cannot review with- 
out profound thankfulness, so rich have they been in 
tokens of confidence and of the steadfastness of your 
love. When Icame to you it was at the close ofa 
long, wasting controversy, the issues of which were 
not yet fully apparent. toa werea small company; 
prejudice and Hostility stood tn our way j any prog- 
ress was difficult; but, through the aith and de- 
votion of those who stood with me, there was much 

ain in a few years and the way opened 

and good work for the kingdom of our Lord. 
The tolls of chaos years made dur upity the more per- 
fect. As we labored we loved, and the love has con- 
tinued, yielding inspiration t@ our mutual wort 
and making me confident that few pastors have had 
a deeper and more constant joy in the fellowship of 
their people than I have had in yourcompany. We 
have known how good and w pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity. We have had 
both temporai and spiritual pfesperity. Through the 
blessing of God you have become strong. 

I would not, fora moment, stand in the way of 
your furtheradvance. Your unity is more to me 
than any personal interest; and since I have found 
thata sermonlrecentiy preached has disturped a 
few minds and has led them to question the sound- 
ness of my doctrine I feel that my toral relation 
with you must come toanend. Idonot forget that, 
since the sermon was preached, you have assured me 
by aunanimous yote of your cordial affection, of 
your gratitude for the spiritual help received 
— ministry and of loving and hearty co-operation 
whilst I remain your pastor. I am ateful for ail 
you have said as to your hope that our fellowship will 
not be broken. 

Still, lam foreed to believe thata few were not in 
accord with that vote; and as I am so constituted that 
any withholding of confidence must impair the heart- 
iness of my ministry, 1 herewith tender my resigna- 
tion of the office I hold as your pastor, to take effect 
with the close of next Sunday. The separation in- 
volves the most profound sorrow. Many of you I 
have led to the Savior; almost ali I b 
welcomed into the ehurch; 
rows and joys have been mine. 
ful to sever the ties which have been woven between 
us in the various experiences we have passed 
through together; but I cannot do otherwise, and as 
the decision has been reached after days and nights 
of painful solicitude and earnest prayer it must be 
accepted as final. 

With the prayer that the God of love and peace 
willabide with you and give you abundant prosper-

THE OFFENDING SERMON. 

The sermon to which Dr. Bridgman refers 
as causing the disturbDance in his church was 
preached on the morning of Feb. 15. The text 
was taken from Mark ix., 4#and 4: ‘‘If thy 
hand offend thee, cut it off; it is better for 
thee to enter into life maimed, than, having 
two hands, to go into hell, unto the fire that 
never shall be quenched, where the worm 
dieth not and the fire ts not quenched.’’ 

**Now we Know,’’ said the doctor, in the 
course of his sermon, ‘‘without my staying 
to describe it, what the popular opinion is, 
or has been, concerning the hell of which it 
speaks in the text; and I must needs begin by 
projecting it from the constraint, the Irre- 
sistible constraint, of the conviction 
that it is directly opposed to 
all that Christ has shown and 
told us of God; that it is contrary to the rev- 
elation he has made to us of the Father. Ido 
not acknowledge that it has that support in 
the text which has been claimed forit. I be- 
lieve, on the contrary, thata careful and un- 
prejudiced examination of the passage in the 
light of the context and of the scriptures 
generally, would have led t6 far other views, 
would have discovered a fartruer presenta- 
tion of God—one that is, indeed, stern and se- 
vere, yetin perfect accord withthe divine 
Fatherhood which it has declared. 

‘*‘To my mind the un-Godlike and terrible 
hell which casts its lurid glare upon our books 
of theology would scarcely have been found 
here atall, but that the searchers, in' their 
approach, brought it with them, and having 
unwillingly inserted what they brought, it 
soon appeared to belongthere. The difficulty 
is now to dislodge and cast it out, and destroy 
the reality. It is difficult because of our tra- 
ditions; because the fearful thing has for so 
long been associated with this teaching of it. 

**Itis obvious that the Lord had no refer- 
ence toa state of eternal torment by that use 
ofthe word. In speaking of ‘Gehenna,’ he 
thought of {t as a place of corruption, as rep- 
resenting the gathering together of the 
worthless and the outcast. That is the sense 
in the passage of the text. * * * The hell 
against which the Lord had warned the 
peopleis just the inward depravity which 
selfishness and unbelief and unraithfulness 
are certain to breed. Such,as I understand 
it, is the doctrine with reference to hell fire. 
If we neglect or refuse, to judge ourselves for 
our purification, the Lord will judge us, and 
nothing will cause him torefrain. He will be 
unguenchable toward us, burning against our 
evil with ever increasing intensity, persever- 
ingly, even until there ts no more sin. 

‘“‘This is my message this morning, a 
message long meditated, and which I have 
spoken to you witha profound sense of its 
solemnity and of what is due to the Gospel of 
God,.’"’ 


AN INCONSISTENT DOCTRINE. 

In speaking of bis resignation last evening 
with a reporter Dr. Bridgman said: -‘For 
many years I have felt that the doctrine of 
endless torment was inconsistent with the 
spirit and even the letter of the New Testa- 
ment, and in contradiction of those instincts 
of the moral sense which God has put in our 
nature. It cannot be squared with the doc- 
trine of divine fatherhood which seems to 
me central in the teaching of Christ. The 
fact that itis so largely discredited even in 
the most orthodox churches led me to con- 
clude that the time has come for a plain, 
honest utterance as to the matter, so 
that my church, at least, might be free from 
the imputation that we stood for a doctrine 
we had ceased to believe. Withthis convic- 
tion the sermon was preached. It was pleas- 
ing with some, because in accord with their 
views;a larger number found it helpful in 
bringing their vague ideas as to the purpose 
of the divine punishment into definite form; 
but a few, from their training, their life-long 
habit of thought, their conservatism, were 
pained by it, and showed themselves fearful 
as to the character of my future preaching. 
They constitute a very small part of my con- 
gregation, a small part of the church, but, as 
I said in my resignation, I have the defect of 
a sensitive temperament, and the feel- 
ing that there were any dis- 
posed to listen to my preaching with 
a purpose to find a new cauge of offense, 
would be unendurable to me. The Baptist 
denomination, according to its constitution 
and theory, oughtto be the freest in the 
world. And so long as one is true to its 
ecclesiastical polity, and to the central trutbs 
of the Christian faith, he ought notto fear 
that he will not find in Jt a field for the 
utterances of those truths. From all quar- 
ters I have had assurances that very many 
of my Baptist brethren sympathize with my 
view; and, although it is a small question 
compared with that of the salvation of men 
from sin through the grace of God in Jesus 
Christ, I do not regret baving given utter- 
ance to my conviction with regard to it.’’ 

When asked why he left the church when 
other Baptist churches expressed their sym- 
pathy with his views, he said he believed that 
the expression should be given to these ques- 
tions involved in his sermon. Another church, 
which saw nothing in thetr expression to dis. 
qualify a minister and Which received iim on 
that basis, would place no hindrance in the 
way Of his usefulness. Dr. is con- 
sidered one of the most eloguent and schol. 
arly ministers of the Baptist denomination.

REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


Improvements Near Tower Grove—A Com- 
missioner’s ang Other Sales. 

Street Commissioner Murphy is taking @ 
great deal of interest in the development of 
the vacant territory adjacent to the south- 
east corner of Tower Grove Park, and witha 
view to its improvement he has invited the 
co-operation of R. T. Blow;the Connecticut 
Life Insurance Co., the Tower Grove & Ar- 
senal Street Improvement Co., and 
other large realty owners in that 
locality. The enterprise appears to meet 
with the ready approval of some of the inter- 
ested parties, as Robert Rankin and others of 
them has had a surveyor in the field and he is 
now preparinga profile from his measure- 
ments for casrying out improvements sug- 
gested.

MAIN STREET PROPERTIES. 

Commissioners appointed and other ex- 
pertson realestate valuesliable tobe ap- 
pointed for the condemnation, of private 
property to public use, might have learned 
something of value by attending B. F. Ham- 
mett’s commissioner’s sale inthe proceed- 
ings of Theodore E. Gaty and others vs. L. M. 
Rumsey and others, held at the front door of 
the Court-house at noon yesterday. 

The sale was well advertised, and drew to- 
gether a good crowd of able buyers. The 
property offered inciuded Nos. 809, 811, 813, 
815, 817 and 819 North Main street, embracing 
a total frontage of 176x143 feet of ground, in- 
cluding two four-story, a two-story anda 
one-story warehouse, between Franklin 
avenue and Morgan streets. Rumsey & 
Co. occupy the buildings Nos. 813 to 819 inclu- 
sive which rent at $153.22 a month. 
No, 811, a four-story ware house, rents for 
$133 33a month; No. 809, also a four-story 
stone front warehouse, is vacant. In addl- 
tion to this there was also sold a vacant lot 
of 36 feet front on Morgan street by a depth of 
43 feet Sinches on Waddingham street. 

These various properties were first sold to 
separate bidders, their aggregate offers 
amounting to $27,400. , 

Then the whole premises were put up for 
sale to the highest bidder, when L. 
M. Rumsey offered $28,000. This cut 
out all the other bidders, whose 
earnest money was promptly returned. 
From that point on there was a tussle for the 
prize between 8S. B. Pallen, A. K. Florida & 
Co.andM. L. Rumsey. A. K. Florida was 
the last to desert the field. He stood the 
auctioneer’s fire until after makinga bid of 
$32,700. L. M. Rumsey went $50 better, and 
the property was knocked down to 
him for $32,730; that is_ less than 
$160 a front foot. This purchase 
makes Mr. Rumsey owner of very nearly the 
whole block bounded by Majnand Second 
streets, Franklin avenue and Morgan streets, 
as he previously owned the greater portion of 
the western half of the square. 

Itremains to be seen whether the court 
will approve this sale.
